WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson's gall bladder op­ 
eration was performed without 
complications today, and three 
hours later he was reported 
"doing well.” 
However, White House press 
secretary Bill D. Moyers said 
Johnson, as would any patient 
recovering from a gall bladder 
operation, was "experiencing 
mild discomfort.” 
The operation 
itself 
went 
"beautifully and as expected,” 
in the words of one of the doc­ 
tors. 
It was pronounced a "com­ 
plete success.” 
The surgical team did find 
and remove a kidney stone in 
the ureter as well as removing 
the faulty gall bladder. 
Hie 
ureter 
is a passage 
through which urine is voided. 
Johnson was in the operating 
room from 7 a.m ., to9:05a.m . 
Moyers reported that Johnson 
began to emerge from an anes­ 
thetic sleep less than an hour 
after the surgery by a medical 
team enlisted in part from the 
famed Mayo Clinic. 
He said he had talked with 
the President about l l a.m. 
Moyers said the doctors told 
him the operation was "rou­ 
tine.” He said there was no 
cardiac irregularity at all and 
that the President's blood pres­ 
sure remained normal through­ 
out. 
During the operation, Mrs. 
Johnson and daughter Luci, 18, 
remained in the bedroom across 
the hall from the President's. 
A general anesthetic 
was 
used. 
The medical 
estimate was 
that the President should re­ 
main in the hospital for IO days 
to two weeks. 
As is customary in abdominal 
surgery, there will be an early 
effort to get the patient to take 
a few steps and maintain mus­ 
cle tone. Hie first may come be­ 
fore the day is out. 
Vice 
President Hubert H. 
Humphrey, 
acting under ar­ 
rangements made by the Presi­ 
dent, took over as standby chief 
executive of the nation. 
A few minutes after the sur­ 
gery, Moyers gave word to 
newsmen that the operation was 
over and said the President was 
"resting well in the operating 
suite.” 
He said Johnson was recover­ 
ing normally. 
No mention of the possibility 
of a kidney stone had been made 
in previous discussions of the 
President's current 
illness. 
But the President has a his­ 
tory of kidney stones, having had 
two of them removed over the 
years •• one by surgery and an­ 
other one by manipulation at a 
different time. 
Manipulation means that the 
kidney stone in that particular 
case was removed without open­ 
ing the body surgically. 
Moyers said Dr. James Cain 
informed him that "everything 
went, in his words, beautifully 
and as expected. The President 
is resting well in his room.” 
While both kidney stones and 
gall stones are formed from 
materials precipitated out of 
body fluids, doctors say that 
ordinarily they don't consider 
the two kinds of stones re­ 
lated.

Using many delaying tactics 
available under the House rules, 
they stretched out consideration 
of the bill until the tempers of 
Democratic leaders frayed. 
**No wonder the Republicans 
have controlled Congress only 
four years out of the last 30,” 
stormed Rep. Hale Boggs of 
Louisiana, the assistant Demo­ 
cratic leader. "We need a re­ 
sponsible minority desperately, 
but we don't have it. We have a 
frustrated minority.” 
The bill that emerged from 
the 14-hour session resembled 
closely one passed a few weeks 


ago by the Senate. Minor differ­ 
ences will have to be reconciled 
before Congress com pletes ac­ 
tion. 


The bill would require states 
to set up effective controls to 
ban billboards and junkyards on 
all interstate and primary roads 
outside of areas zoned or used 
commercially.

NATIONAL NEWSPAPER WEEK BEGINS 
OCTOBER 10 
“. . .were it left for me to decide whether 
we should have a government without news­ 
papers, or newspapers without a government, 
I should not hesitate a moment to prefer the 
latter” Thomas Jefferson, in a letter to Colonel 
Edward Carrington, January 16, 1787. 
The first newspaper published in the American 
colonies was Publick Occurrences Both Foreign 
and Domestick in Boston in 1609. This three- 
page paper lasted only one issue, being sup­ 
pressed by the governor within four days. 
The Boston News-Letter, in 1704, became the 
first continuously published newspaper 
in 
America. It was published until the Revolution. 
A Tory paper, it suspended publication when 
the British evacuated Boston. 
The Boston Gazette was published in 1719. 
Its first printer was James Franklin. His younger 
brother, Benjamin, became his apprentice at 
13. An influential paper, it stood for indepen­ 
dence, survived the Revolution, but perished 
in 1798. 
The first American daily newspaper was the 
Pennsylvania Evening Post, published by Ben­ 
jamin Towne in 1783. It lasted 17 months, 
during which time its publisher was indicted 
for treason. Formerly, it had been a weekly. 
Francis Childs* New York Daily Advertiser, 
founded in 1785, was the first American news­ 
paper to be founded as a daily. Dailies came 
into the picture mostly because publishers 
wished to compete with the coffee-shop bulletins 
in giving reports to merchants of the offerings 
of importers or such, as soon as the ships 
arrived in the harbors of New York and Phila­ 
delphia. 
In the beginning, most of the larger dailies 
charged six cents a copy. The first successful 
penny daily was the New York Sun, founded 
in 1833 by Benjamin H. Day. The penny papers 
initiated what may be called modern journalism 
by their emphasis on local news and timeliness. 
George W. Kendall, co-founder of the New 
Orleans Picayune, became the first important 
and regular reporter of military actions from 
the field when he reported the Mexican War 
for his newspaper. 
The first newspaper west of the Appalachians 
was the Pittsburgh Gazette, founded in 1786. 
The first Hawaiian newspaper was the weekly 
i&ndwich Islands Gazette and Journal of Com- 
imerce in 1836ur 
«* 
More than 150 special correspondents served 
northern newspapers in the field during the 
Civil War. after the U. S. entered World War 
II, 1,186 American correspondents and news 
officials representing all media were accredited 
by the War Department. 
Thirty-seven were killed and 112 wounded, not 
counting combat correspondents. Among the 
most famous were Ernie Pyle and Raymond 
Clapper of Scripps-Howard and Webb Miller 
of United Press. During the Korean war, nine 
of the 320 correspondents covering it were 
killed in action. 
During 1963, reports the 1964 Editor & Pub­ 
lisher Yearbook, more than 7,500,000 tons of 
newsprint were used by 1,755 U. S. daily 
newspapers with a total circulation of more 
than 58,000,000. 
There are approximately 9,000 weekly news­ 
papers in the United States. 
* * * 
The Pharmaceutical Manufacturers Associa­ 
tion has established a Foundation to promote 
the public health through scientific and medical 
research.

great measure to the racketeering, to the cor­ 
ruption, and to the appalling misuse of funds 
disclosed by the aforementioned committee 
headed by U. S. Senator John L. McClellan, 
of Arkansas. 
When a person is forced to join, forced to 
pay dues and at the same time denied a voice 
in union affairs, then what effective checkrein 
is there on a union officer? Or what effective 
checkrein is there on the racketeer who takes 
over a union? Or what effective checkrein is 
there on the employer who is willing to enter 
into a dishonest arrangement with a dishonest 
union officer or with a racketeer? 
It is the evil of compulsory unionism which 
is prohibited in 20 states, including my own 
state, by Right To Work statutes or constitu­ 
tional amendments. The struggle to preserve 
the existing bans on coerced union member­ 
ship and extend Right To Work benefits to 
the remaining 30 states is destined to overcome 
all resistance. 
I welcome this opportunity to salute the Na­ 
tional 
Right To Work Committee and its 
adherents throughout the land. With this pub­ 
lication, they are making another invaluable 
contribution toward a better public understand­ 
ing of the urgent need for dedicated service 
in support of the cherished Right To Work 
principle.

Since federal aid is provided for everything 
else the arts are now getting their share. 
Subsidizing the arts by government is con­ 
troversial. 
While it is true that many young, striving 
artists need assistance, their development might 
be better encouraged by private funds combined 
with a do-it-yourself zeal by the artist. 
If artists learn to sit around and wait for 
their government checks as do some elderly 
people for their social security checks and 
others on relief do for the dole, the arts may 
be more discouraged than fostered. Time will 
tell. 
Many Americans have the wrong idea about 
encouraging the arts. 
It isn’t a matter of attending symphony con­ 
certs, visiting art galleries or of going to 
lectures on culture as in finding ways to patronize 
young and striving artists. 
Those whose talents are well developed don’t 
require a conscious public effort to support 
them. 
There has been a virtual culture explosion in 
this country. Symphony concerts now often at­ 
tract more people than major league baseball 
games. 
No one could have predicted such a develop­ 
ment even a decade ago. 
Under a bill signed by President Johnson 
about $20 million a year will be available to 
encourage the arts in each of the next three 
years. 
Individuals, who want to supplement this as­ 
sistance, can do so by buying a painting from 
a developing artist or by giving financial as­ 
sistance to other amateurs in the broad field 
of the arts. 
If the past provides any indication of what the 
future holds, federally assisted art will provide 
a mixed result. 
The arts were assisted as a means of giving 
people work during the great depression of the 
thirties. 
Most Americans remember this for its leaf 
raking and not for its art. Works Progress 
Administration art may not have been all bad 
but it was not distinguished by any master­ 
pieces either. 
Some post office murals were bright enough 
to take patrons* minds off the postal service 
at least temporarily, a considerable accom­ 
plishment. 
That was a virtue as far as it went. 
The WPA writers project did distinguish itself. 
It published a series of state guides, which 
still are the best volumes available to give 
any interested person an accurate picture of a 
state, its people, history and its communities. 
Federal funds would be well spent if they 
result in a new, updated series of state guide 
books in which the quality of the first series 
was maintained or improved.

They should be kept 
inspired, flexible, fresh and dynamic and not 
stodgy, inflexible, rigid, static and conformist. 
Heaven help us if there develops an all con­ 
suming Great Society art.

Hoffa Friends Plan to Honor 
Him With Cash, 'Dix • Free 
Halt Blillion Dollar Bundle. 
New York: — Jimmy Hoffa, 
now having his decade in court, 
is about to come into money. 
Big money. Tax • free money. 
About half a million dollars 
worth of money. 
Special committees to honor 
him have been set up across 
the land by his friends —mostly 
Teamsters* 
officials. These 
will 
be considerable honors 
since they’ll come in lump sums 
of $7 5,000 to $12 5,000 a homage. 
Since I have not been asked 
to Join any such committee, I 
rush to make the matter public, 
not out of chagrin, but out of 
sheer 
amazement at 
the 
audacity of the operatiou. 
Big banquet halls lave been 
reserved across the country. 
Here, it is the 2,000-seat ball­ 
room of the Americana Hotel 
on Oct. 22. 
Individual labor leaders, of­ 
ficials and union employes are 
being solicited to purchase 
tickets at $100 apiece. Some 
are being asked to buy a 10- 
or 12-seat table. Each must pay 
for his own tickets. The money 
must not come out of the union 
or company treasuries. 
Those purchasing the tickets 
for the banquet are warned their 
outlays are not tax deductible. 
Therefore, the entire national 
operation is aimed at getting 
thousands ol labor and busi­ 
nessmen to contribute $100 — 
or more — personally to Jimmie 
Hoffa personally. 
There are, of course, some 
expenses. A charitable estimate 
is that the actual dinner and rou­ 
tine fUnd raising costs, includ­ 
ing printing, will run to $25 
a ticket. Thus the net will be 
at least $75 apiece. It is be­ 
lieved that the "James R. Hof­ 
fa Testimonial Dinner Commit­ 
tee" here will pull in some 1,- 
500 persons.

As our continent becomes

The American wilderness was

They are anti-Hoffa men, and I 
won’t add to their discomfort 
by naming them. They must be 
unhappy enough Just to be com­ 
mitteemen along with that stal­ 
wart contributor to charities 
(mostly himself), Anthony (Pro) 
Provenzano. 
"Tony Pro,” Jersey's Num­ 
ber One Teamster, who holds 
many a title amongst the Broth­ 
erhood’s nobility, is a convicted 
extortioner at the moment. He 
has been sentenced to 
seven 
years in the federal penitentiary 
for extorting over $8,000 from 
a trucking firm in exchange for 
labor peace. 
But "P ro" always is a social 
contribution to such galas. In­ 
variably, now looking much like 
a slimmed-down Victor Mature, 
he comes to these celebrations 
in a 25-dollar frilly, black-tie 
shirt 
and 
a long cigarette 
holder. To his previous honors 
has been added the co-chairman- 
ship of the dinner. 
Also on the committee 
is 
Brother Crapanzano. He is quite 
a Teamsters* wheel.

expressed hope that Paul VI 
would come to the USA, His 
Holiness replied: "That pre­ 
sents problems, but with God's 
help I hope someday to come." 
WASHINGTON -- A few un­ 
scrupulous promoters and pol­ 
iticians 
have been playing 
politics with poverty, some­ 
times fattening their own wal­ 
lets with funds that were sup­ 
posed to go to the poor. 
Not only have war-on-poverty 
workers been turning in out­ 
rageous expense vouchers, but 
some doctors have been pocket­ 
ing exorbitant fees for examin­ 
ing 
impoverished 
children. 
Anti - poverty czar Sargent 
Shriver has ordered a crack­ 
down. 
The worst scandal is about to 
blow wide open in New York 
City 
where Haryou-Act, the 
joint federal - city agency to 
combat poverty, has overdrawn 
its bank account by $207,000 
and run up another $200,000 
in unpaid bills. 
Shriver 
rushed a $400,000 
retroactive appropriation 
to 
New York City to save the pro­ 
gram from collapse and sent in 
federal auditors to examine the 
ledgers. But District Attorney 
Frank Hogan stepped in ahead 
and subpoenaed the books. He 
has already found serious ir­ 
regularities. 
Complaints have also come in 
from Neighborhood Youth Corps 
centers in the southwest, mid­ 
west and northwest that youths 
from well-to-do homes have 
been given the part-time jobs 
that were supposed to go to 
the needy. 
POVERTY AND PATRONAGE 
Mayor Howard Heinz of Car­ 
lin vUle, 111., told investigators 
frankly that he thought the Youth 
Corps jobs were supposed to be 
handed out as political patron­ 
age. 
Shriver* s sleuths are now 
checking similar complaints of 
patronage in the Chicago anti- 
poverty program. 
In the District of Columbia, 
one worker loaned money out 
of his own pocket to the needy, 
but investigators discovered he 
was also charging shylock in­ 
terest rates. 
In Mississippi, doctors and 
dentists were paid a set fee 
from each child they examined 
for the pre-school head start 


program. Some doctors rushed 
the little Negro 
youngsters 
through the exams so fast that 
they were able to collect $100 
an hour. Some dentists didn't 
even take the time to prepare 
dental charts on the children. 
Investigators reported wide­ 
spread racial discrimination in 
the 
Mississippi anti-poverty 
program, yet officials 
have 
taken action in only two cases. 
In the southwest, doctors were 
also 
found processing 
the 
Mexican-American children en 
masse 
but giving complete 
examinations to the white chil­ 
dren. 
The harassed Shriver is doing 
his best to clean up the scan­ 
dals 
and to find 
workers 
dedicated to helping the poor. 
Note: 
Whispering 
stories 
against Shriver around Wash­ 
ington is his former No. 2 
man, Jack Conway, who has 
been telling congressmen and 
newsmen privately that Shriver 
has 
mismanaged the 
anti­ 
poverty program. Conway has 
accused Shriver of making "an 
administrative 
shambles" of 
his agency. 
HEADLINES AND FOOTNOTES 
In a private exchange of let­ 
ters, television star Steve Allen 
has urged Barry Goldwater to 
take a public stand against the 
right-wing fanatics and lunatics 
who are discrediting the con­ 
servative 
cause. Goldwater's 
replies were polite at first, 
then petulant; but he refused 
to 
denounce the extremists 
whom he had defended as a 
presidential candidate. . . . 
The House Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee will tear 
the sheets off the Ku Klux 
Klan later this month. Its in­ 
vestigators have gone into 12 
states and taken secret testi­ 
mony 
from nearly 200 wit­ 
nesses. They have put together 
a story of terror and blood­ 
shed that should shock the na­ 
tion. 
A few Klansmen may also be 
shocked over how much their 
leaders have cleaned up from 
the movement. House investi­

Texas oil billionaire

gress, he turned in a voucher 
to Congress for $420.26 to pay 
for his travel and per diem.. ..

NATIONAL NEWSPAPER WEEK BEGINS 
OCTOBER IO 
. .were it left for me to decide whether 
we should have a government without news­ 
papers, or newspapers without a government, 
I should not hesitate a moment to prefer the 
latter” Thomas Jefferson, in a letter to Colonel 
Edward Carrington, January 16, 1787. 
The first newspaper published in the American 
colonies was Publick Occurrences Both Foreign 
and Domestick in Boston in 1609. This three- 
page paper lasted only one issue, being sup­ 
pressed by the governor within four days. 
The Boston News-Letter, in 1704, became the 
first continuously published newspaper 
in 
America. It was published until the Revolution. 
A Tory paper, it suspended publication when 
the British evacuated Boston. 
The Boston Gazette was published in 1719. 
Its first printer was James Franklin. His younger 
brother, Benjamin, became his apprentice at 
13. An influential paper, it stood for indepen­ 
dence, survived the Revolution, but perished 
in 1798. 
The first American daily newspaper was the 
Pennsylvania Evening Post, published by Ben­ 
jamin Towne in 1783. It lasted 17 months, 
during which time its publisher was indicted 
for treason. Formerly, it had been a weekly. 
Francis Childs* New York Daily Advertiser, 
founded in 1785, was the first American news­ 
paper to be founded as a daily. Dailies came 
into the picture mostly because publishers 
wished to compete with the coffee-shop bulletins 
in giving reports to merchants of the offerings 
of importers or such, as soon as the ships 
arrived in the harbors of New York and Phila­ 
delphia. 
In the beginning, most of the larger dailies 
charged six cents a copy. The first successful 
penny daily was the New York Sun, founded 
in 1833 by Benjamin H. Day. The penny papers 
initiated what may be called modern journalism 
by their emphasis on local news and tim eliness. 
George W. Kendall, co-founder of the New 
Orleans Picayune, became the first important 
and regular reporter of military actions from 
the field when he reported the Mexican War 
for his newspaper. 
The first newspaper west of the Appalachians 
was the Pittsburgh Gazette, founded in 1786. 
The first Hawaiian newspaper was the weekly 
Sandwich Islands Gazette and Journal of Com- 
imerce in 1836, 
More than 150 special correspondents served 
northern newspapers in the field during the 
Civil War. after the U. S. entered World War 
II, 1,186 American correspondents and news 
officials representing all media were accredited 
by the War Department. 
Thirty-seven were killed and 112 wounded, not 
counting combat correspondents. Among the 
most famous were Ernie Pyle and Raymond 
Clapper of Scripps-Howard and Webb Miller 
of United Press. During the Korean war, nine 
of the 320 correspondents covering it were 
killed in action. 
During 1963, reports the 1964 Editor & Pub­ 
lisher Yearbook, more than 7,500,000 tons of 
newsprint were used by 1,755 U. S. daily 
newspapers with a total circulation of more 
than 58,000,000. 
There are approximately 9,000 weekly news­ 
papers in the United States. 
* * * 
The Pharmaceutical Manufacturers Associa­ 
tion has established a Foundation to promote 
the public health through scientific and medical 
research. It has three main purposes. They 
are to: Plan and initiate scientific and medical 
research activities; collect and disseminate 
to the public results of these activities; provide 
financial aid to selected individuals or ed­ 
ucational institutions, or corporations’ trust 
funds, or foundations whose purposes are sci­ 
entific, educational or charitable. 
* * * 
In his excellent book, “ Labor Union Monopoly,” 
the late Donald R. Richberg, co-author of the 
National Railway Labor Act, wrote: “Americans 
are more out-of-date and ill-informed concern­ 
ing the realities of the labor movement in 
the United States than they are in any other 
area of public interest.” 
Labor relations has long been a foreign and 
puzzling subject for an overwhelming majority 
of Americans. 
Today, however, unmistakable signs indicate 
that citizens of our Nation are no longer un­ 
aware of - - or indifferent to — the glaring 
abuses spotlighted by the Select Senate Com­ 
mittee on Improper Practices in the Labor 
or Management Field. It was this Committee’s 
exhaustive investigation which fostered wide­ 
spread popular support for the Labor-Manage- 
ment Reporting and Disclosure Act of 1959, 
of which I am proud to be a co-author. 
The most damaging of these abuses—and the 
one abuse which our state legislatures are 
empowered to curb—is the widespread practice 
of requiring unwilling employees to join and/or 
pay money to labor unions in order to retain 
their employment. 
Clearly, every man should be permitted to 
join a union, if he wishes to do so. I would 
oppose, with all the strength I possess, any 
law denying him this right. 
However, there is no doubt in my mind that 
compulsory union membership contributed in 


great measure to the racketeering, to the cor­ 
ruption, and to the appalling misuse of funds 
disclosed by the aforementioned committee 
headed by U. S. Senator John L. McClellan, 
of Arkansas. 
When a person is forced to join, forced to 
pay dues and at the same time denied a voice 
in union affairs, then what effective checkrein 
is there on a union officer? Or what effective 
checkrein is there on the racketeer who takes 
over a union? Or what effective checkrein is 
there on the employer who is willing to enter 
into a dishonest arrangement with a dishonest 
union officer or with a racketeer? 
It is the evil of compulsory unionism which 
is prohibited in 20 states, including my own 
state, by Right To Work statutes or constitu­ 
tional amendments. The struggle to preserve 
the existing bans on coerced union member­ 
ship and extend Right To Work benefits to 
the remaining 30 states is destined to overcome 
all resistance. 
I welcome this opportunity to salute the Na­ 
tional 
Right To Work Committee and its 
adherents throughout the land. With this pub­ 
lication, they are making another invaluable 
contribution toward a better public understand­ 
ing of the urgent need for dedicated service 
in support of the cherished Right To Work 
principle.

Since federal aid is provided for everything 
else the arts are now getting their share. 
Subsidizing the arts by government is con­ 
troversial. 
While it is true that many young, striving 
artists need assistance, their development might 
be better encouraged by private funds combined 
with a do-it-yourself zeal by the artist. 
If artists learn to sit around and wait for 
their government checks as do some elderly 
people for their social security checks and 
others on relief do for the dole, the arts may 
be more discouraged than fostered. Time will 
tell. 
Many Americans have the wrong idea about 
encouraging the arts. 
It isn’t a matter of attending symphony con­ 
certs, visiting art galleries or of going to 
lectures on culture as in finding ways to patronize 
young and striving artists. 
Those whose talents are well developed don’t 
require a conscious public effort to support 
them. 
There has been a virtual culture explosion in 
this country. Symphony concerts now often at­ 
tract more people than major league baseball 
games. 
No one could have predicted such a develop­ 
ment even a decade ago. 
Under a bill signed by President Johnson 
about $20 million a year will be available to 
encourage the arts in each of the next three 
years. 
Individuals, who want to supplement this as­ 
sistance, can do so by buying a painting from 
a developing artist or by giving financial as­ 
sistance to other amateurs in the broad field 
of the arts. 
If the past provides any indication of what the 
future holds, federally assisted art will provide 
a mixed result. 
The arts were assisted as a means of giving 
people work during the great depression of the 
thirties. 
Most Americans remember this for its leaf 
raking and not for its art. Works Progress 
Administration art may not have been all bad 
but it was not distinguished by any master­ 
pieces either. 
Some post office murals were bright enough 
to take patrons’ minds off the postal service 
at least temporarily, a considerable accom­ 
plishment. 
That was a virtue as far as it went. 
The WPA writers project did distinguish itself. 
It published a series of state guides, which 
still are the best volumes available to give 
any interested person an accurate picture of a 
state, its people, history and its communities. 
Federal funds would be well spent if they 
result in a new, updated series of state guide 
books in which the quality of the first series 
was maintained or improved. 
If the federally assisted arts program develops 
a form of state art, such as that prevailing 
in Russia and other countries in which the people 
are slaves, it will be a blight and not a blessing. 
There is too much conformity in this country 
now in the field of thought and action. The 
arts should be spared. They should be kept 
inspired, flexible, fresh and dynamic and not 
stodgy, inflexible, rigid, static and conformist. 
Heaven help us if there develops an all con­ 
suming Great Society art.

since they’ll come in lump sums

Since I have not been asked 
to join any such committee, I 
rush to make the ma tter public, 
not out of chagrin, but out of

Big banquet halls lave been 
reserved across the country. 
Here, it is the 2,000-seat ball, 
room of the Americana Hotel 
on Oct. 22.

civilized, we Americans ought 
to make a point of reminding 
ourselves occasionally that not 
so 
long

speaking, all of It was a vast 
and unknown wilderness. 
The American wilderness was 
conquered by 
the 
pioneers, 
rightly famed In song and story. 
But 
before 
it 
could be 
conquered, it had to be explored. 
This was the task of the “ path­ 
finders” , from Daniel Boone to 
Jim 
Bridger, 
in 
the Ap­ 
palachians, 
in 
the 
Western 
Plains and mountains and then 
on the tangled, verdant Pacific 
slope. 
These were men who dared to 
strike out Into the unknown to 
make it known, to find roads 
through and lead the way for 
the traders and miners and 
settlers who would come after 
them. 
They had no one to de­ 
pend on but themselves. 
The 
Incompetent failed. The rugged, 
persevering 
individual suc­ 
ceeded. 
Our tamed continent 
of today is their legacy.

WASHINGTON -- A few un­ 
scrupulous promoters and pol­ 
iticians 
have 
been 
playing 
politics with poverty, some­ 
tim es fattening their own wal­ 
lets with funds that were sup­ 
posed to go to the poor. 
Not only have w ar-on-poverty 
workers been turning in out­ 
rageous expense vouchers, but 
some doctors have been pocket­ 
ing exorbitant fees for examin­ 
ing 
impoverished 
children. 
Anti - poverty czar 
Sargent 
Shriver has ordered a crack­ 
down. 
The worst scandal is about to 
blow wide open in New York 
City 
where Haryou-Act, the 
joint federal - city agency to 
combat poverty, has overdrawn 
its bank account by $207,000 
and run up another $200,000 
in unpaid bills. 
Shriver 
rushed a 
$400,000 
retroactive appropriation 
to 
New York City to save the pro­ 
gram from collapse and sent in 
federal auditors to examine the 
ledgers. But District Attorney 
Frank Hogan stepped in ahead 
and subpoenaed the books. He 
has already found serious ir­ 
regularities. 
Complaints have also come in 
from Neighborhood Youth Corps 
centers in the southwest, mid­ 
west and northwest that youths 
from well-to-do homes have 
been given the part-tim e jobs 
that were supposed to go to 
the needy. 
POVERTY AND PATRONAGE 
Mayor Howard Heinz of C ar­ 
linville, DI., told investigators 
frankly that he thought the Youth 
Corps jobs were supposed to be 
handed out as political patron­ 
age. 
S h riv els 
sleuths 
are 
now 
checking sim ilar complaints of 
patronage in the Chicago anti­ 
poverty program. 
In the District of Columbia, 
one worker loaned money out 
of his own pocket to the needy, 
but Investigators discovered he 
was also charging shylock In­ 
terest rates. 
In Mississippi, doctors and 
dentists were paid a set fee 
from each child they examined 
for the pre-school head start 


program. Some doctors rushed 
the little Negro 
youngsters 
through the exams so fast that 
they were able to collect $100 
an hour. Some dentists didn't 
even take the time to prepare 
dental charts on the children. 
Investigators reported wide­ 
spread racial discrimination in 
the 
Mississippi anti-poverty 
program, yet officials 
have 
taken action in only two cases. 
In the southwest, doctors were 
also 
found processing 
the 
Mexican-American children en 
masse 
but giving complete 
examinations to the white chil­ 
dren. 
The harassed Shriver is doing 
his best to clean up the scan­ 
dals 
and to find 
workers 
dedicated to helping the poor. 
Note: 
Whispering 
stories 
against Shriver around Wash­ 
ington is his form er No. 2 
man, Jack Conway, who has 
been telling congressmen and 
newsmen privately that Shriver 
has 
mismanaged the 
anti­ 
poverty program. Conway has 
accused Shriver of making “ an 
administrative 
shambles” of 
his agency. 
HEADLINES AND FOOTNOTES 
In a private exchange of let­ 
ters, television star Steve Allen 
has urged Barry Coldwater to 
take a public stand against the 
right-wing fanatics and lunatics 
who are discrediting the con­

BIBLE STUDY? 
A 
growing 
familiarty with 
various 
patterns of biblical 
writing 
is the most contro­ 
versial. 
Patterns of biblical writing are 
often referred to as literary 
forms or genre. We have the 
short story, the comic paper, 
the editorial, the sports page, 
all of which have their proper 
forms. 
To understand 
our 
modern 
literature we 
must 
understand the form the author 
is using. We automatically dis­ 
tinguish the editorial from the 
news article. 
The literary form is the enve­ 
lope into which the author in­ 
serts his message. If we fail 
to recognize the form, we will 
have grave difficulties in under­ 
standing the message. 
The following is an example of 
a modern form. 
Once 
upon a time all the 
animals in the zoo decided that 
they would disarm, and they 
arranged to have a conference 
to arrange the matter. So the 
rhinoceros said when he opened 
the proceedings that the use of 
teeth was barbarous and hor­ 
rible and ought to be strictly 
prohibited by general consent. 
Horns, which were mainly de­ 
fensive weapons, would, 
of 
course, have to be allowed. The 
buffalo, the stag, the porcupine, 
and even the little hedgehog all 
said they would vote with Rhino, 
but the lion and the tiger took a 
different view. The defended 
teeth and even claws, which they 
described as honorable weap­ 
ons of immemorial antiquity. 
The panther, the leopard, the 
puma, and the whole tribe of 
small cats all supported the 
lion and the tiger. Then the bear 
spoke. He proposed that both 
teeth and horns should be banned 
and never used again for fight­ 
ing by any animal. It would be 
quite enough if animals were al­ 
lowed to give each other a 
good hug when they quarreled. 
No one could object to that. 
It was so fraternal, and that 
would be a great step towards 
peace. However, all the other 
animals were very offended with 
the bear, and the turkey fell 
into a perfect panic.

It refers to the Briand-Kellogg 
Pact of August 27, 1928, when 
fifteen nations met at Paris to 
outlaw war. 
From this lengthy example we 
gain an insight into the prob­ 
lems 
of interpretation. 
The 
author's 
intention 
is 
what 
counts. We have to open the 
envelope (literary form) to find 
out the w riter’s message. 
The principal reason literary 
form has come into prominence 
is archeology. The Near East 
has yielded thousands of in­ 
scriptions which date from the 
biblical period; over 20,000 clay 
tablets from Mari (C. 18thCen. 
B.C.), hundreds from Nuzer 
(16th— 15th Cen. B. C.), almost 
380 tablets from Amarna in 
Egypt (14th Cen. B.C.), and a 
large collection from Ugarit in 
Syria (15th Cen. B.C.), not to 
mention the Dead Sea Scrolls

WHAT HAS SPARKEDRECENT 
BIBLE STUDY? 
A 
growing 
familiarly with 
various 
patterns of biblical 
writing 
is the most contro­ 
versial. 
Patterns of biblical writing are 
often referred to as literary 
form s or genre. We have the 
short story, the comic paper, 
the editorial, the sports page, 
all of which have their proper 
form s. 
To understand 
our 
modern 
literature we 
must 
understand the form the author 
is using. We automatically dis­ 
tinguish the editorial from the 
news article. 
The literary form is the enve­ 
lope into which the author in­ 
serts his m essage. If we fail 
to recognize the form, we will 
have grave difficulties in under­ 
standing the m essage. 
The following is an example of 
a modern form. 
Once 
upon a time all the 
anim als in the zoo decided that 
they 
would disarm, and they 
arranged to have a conference 
to arrange the matter. So the 
rhinoceros said when he opened 
the proceedings that the use of 
teeth was barbarous and hor­ 
rible and ought to be strictly 
prohibited by general consent. 
Horns, which were mainly de­ 
fensive 
weapons, would, 
of 
course, have to be allowed. The 
buffalo, the stag, the porcupine, 
and even the little hedgehog all 
said they would vote with Rhino, 
but the lion and the tiger took a 
different view. 
The defended 
teeth and even claws, which they 
described as honorable weap­ 
ons of immemorial antiquity. 
The panther, the leopard, the 
puma, and the whole tribe of 
sm all cats all supported the 
lion and the tiger. Then the bear 
spoke. He projxjsed that both 
teeth and horns should tie banned 
and never used again for fight­ 
ing by any animal. It would be 
quite enough if animals were al­ 
lowed to give each other a 
good hug when they quarreled. 
No one could object to that. 
It was so fraternal, and that 
would be a great step towards 
peace. However, all the other 
anim als were very offended with 
the bear, and the turkey fell 
into a perfect panic.

It refers to the Briand-Kellogg 
Pact of August 27, 1928, when 
fifteen nations met at Paris to 
outlaw war. 
From this lengthy example we 
gain an in s ig h t into the prob­ 
lems 
of interpretation.

is 
what 
counts. We have to open the 
envelope (literary form) to find 
out the w riter’s m essage. 
The principal reason literary 
form has come into prominence 
is archeology. The Near East 
has yielded thousands of in­ 
scriptions which date from the 
biblical period; over 20,000 clay 
tablets from Marl (C. 18thCen. 
B.C.), 
hundreds from Nuzer 
(16th— 15th Cen. B. C.), almost 
380 tablets 
from Amarna in 
Egypt (14th Cen. B.C.), and a 
large collection from Ugarit in 
Syria (15th Cen. B.C.), not to 
mention the Dead Sea Scrolls

“ Governments have to preach 
nationalism, and what causes 
the friction are the convictions 
of one government as opposed to 
another. 
“ If we can convince them we 
have common aspirations, we 
can force and induce govern­ 
ments to be peaceful. 
“ Instead of 
depending 
on 
o O v e r n m e n t — to — government 
contact, it has to be citizen —- 


to — citizen. . . . 
“ As long as we have the world 
as it is, we have to have the 
capacity to defend ourselves 
second to none.” 

Cookingham, executive 
director of People — to — Peo­ 
ple, reported about 14 per cent 
of its $400,000 budget comes 
from membership dues and do­ 
nations.

(A P ) -- “ I like Americans be­ 
cause they are here to help us 
win our lreedom,” said a mer­ 
chant in Saigon. 
In the Mekong River Delta 
south of the capital, a peasant 
said: “ 1 have never seen an 
American and don't know what 
they are doing in Viet Nam.” 
The comments reflect a bewil­ 
dering divergence of opinion 
among the Vietnamese people 
over the war and its impact on 
their lives. TTiere appears to be 
no such thing as a consensus. 
Many Vietnamese say they 
have no opinion on the govern­ 
ment's fight against the Viet 
Cong. They show little inclina­ 
tion to discuss the war. Others 
assert they do not understand 
what the fighting is about and 
say they know nothing about 
democracy or communism. 
Most support for the govern­ 
ment is voiced in the cities. This 
is especially true in the capital 
where 
the 
government's in­ 
fluence is greatest. The pres­ 
ence of UJ5. troops in expanding 
numbers also seems better un­ 
derstood in the cities, where the 
Vietnamese 
come into daily 
contact with Am ericans. 
In 
Saigon, 
however, some 
Vietnamese acknowledge that 
they have no great love for 
Americans or their ways. 
“ How can I like them when I 
cannot 
understand 
them?” 
asked a 53-year-old taxi driver. 
“ But if they were not here, we 
would lose the w ar.” 
A 
teen-age 
waitress 
who 
speaks English and serves UJ>. 
m ilitary men at an officers' 
club had another view. 
“ I am curious about the ways 
of Americans, and I enjoy talk­ 
ing to them,” she said. 
The picture changes radically 
out of the city. Some Vietnam­ 
ese who have had little contact 


with Americans think of them in 
terms of the French, who once 
ruled Indochina. 
“ They both look alike to me,” 
said a 38-year-old woman in a 
hamlet 35 miles south of Saigon. 
Less than 10 miles from the 
capital many Vietnamese tend 
to lose all identification with the 
government. 
Several persons interviewed 
in rural areas believed Ngo 
Dinh Diem was still in power. 
He was slain nearly two years 
ago in a coup. Few had heard of 
South Viet Nam's present pre­ 
mier, Nguyen Cao Ky. 
The overriding concerns of 
the people in the countryside 
appear to be for their safety and 
to provide enough money for 
their 
fam ilies. 
Little else 
seems to matter to them. 
The most sophisticated opin­ 
ions seemed to be held by per­ 
sons in Saigon's upper classes. 
Many were certain that the gov­ 
ernment would win the war but 
at the same time they contend­ 
ed that the government was not 
stable 
and 
lacked 
support 
among the peasants. Some ex­ 
pressed strong nationalist sen­ 
timents and seemed sensitive 
about the U. S. m ilitary build- 
up. 
“ It is in the interest of the 
United States to safeguard our 
freedom,” said a civil servant. 
“ You are fighting to protect 
Southeast Asia from commu­ 
nism as well as South VietNam , 
but this is our country and this 
is our war.” 
A poet in Saigon said: “ You 
Americans have good intentions 
but much of your aid never 
reaches the people. You can 
only win with the support of the 
masses and the Viet Cong have 
shown they are better at win­ 
ning the masses than you are.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — When 
a team of crack surgeons oper­ 
ates on President Johnson Fri­ 
day to remove his ailing gall 
bladder with its offending gall­ 
stones, they'll undoubtedly ex» 
plore elsewhere for hidden, 
"hobbling" gallstone0. 
The latter are stones that may 
have wandered from the gall 
bladder down into the "handle” 
of a Y-shaped system of tubes 
channeling oile from both the 
gall bladdei and the liver to the 
Intestine. 
Such stones, whose presence 
could be missed by X-ray exam­ 
inations, that detect larger ag­ 
gregations, 
can "bobble 
around" inside the tube without 
actually blocking it, surgeons 
say. But they can be detected 
by a surgeon's exploring fingers 
and should be removed lest they 
eventually cause a real road­ 
block in this vital channel. 
Surgeons routinely prooe for 
them even in cases like John­ 
son's where all evidence points 
against any blockage of this 
tube, called the "common bile 
duct." 
Surgeons not associated with
